LONDON, June 11.—(CP) 
Gummer planes bombed a 
German cruiser believed to 
be the Prinz Eugen at Brest

A large weight of bombs was 
| dropped on docks and anchorages 
but there was no specific claim 
to having hit the cruiser, 

| The 10,000-ton Prinz Eugen ac- 
| companied the German battleship 
Bismarck after she had sunk the 
British battle cruiser Hood. The 
Prinz Eugen, however, parted com- 
pany with the Bismarck soon afier 
the Hood was sunk 


An air ministry communique on 
last night's bombing said: 
“Last night a strong force of 


bomber command aircraft attacked 
docks at Brest where a Hopper 
cruiser believed to be the Prinz 
| Eugen is taking refuge along with 

he battle cruisers Scharnhorst and 

Greisenau. A large weight of bonibs 
| was dropped cn docks and archor- 
ages.” 

Previous Royal Air Force 
bombings of Brest were belicved 
to have damaged the Scharnhorst 
and Gneisenau so severely that 
they are unable to leave their 
anchorage,
